Prudence and Confidenee. 


The newspapers are now having a good 


deal to say about Hard Times. The com- 


| plaints come chiefly from those engaged 


in speculative ventures either in Wall 
Street, on the Boards of Trade, or in other 
speculative fields. Speculators as a rule 
are men of impulse, whose actions are 
easily swayed by any momentary influence 
arising in trade. 

Fortunately there is very little of a 
speculative nature in the nursery business, 
as the long time required to bring in a 
crop of trees and plants is calculated to 
foster a feeling of conservatism in the 
nurseryman’s mind. 

No doubt we have now entered upon a 
period when new projects which deflect 
the capital essential to the chief bnsiness, 
and thereby increasing obligations, should 
be avoided. Nursery plantings in most 
lines should be curtailed, unless the 
grower has some special advantage over 
the average producer. 

An extra effort should be made to in- 
crease the sales through agents and deal- 
ers. The farmer always has a few dollars 
in prospect, which the tree agent can get, 
if he works assiduously. It is the large 
number of small orders, secured by agents, 
through personal solicitation, that sus- 
tains the nursery trade. 

Prudence, confidence and perseverance 
are the requisite forces, leading to suc- 
cess. Most nurserymen own and live upon 
their own lands, and comparatively few 
are overmuch in debt. 

We believe the prospects this year for 
an average volume of business at remun- 
erative prices are good. A few things at 
wholesale are very low in price, and we 


SS 
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doubt if there will be much improvement 
for them in succeeding crops. Stock now 
high in price is likely to be cheaper a 
year or two hence. The only safe way for 
the nurseryman to plant is with the expec- 
tation of receiving a low wholesale price 
for his products. The retail prices, and 
especially the agents prices, are not likely 
to be affected, as the retail business is 
dependent upon persistent persunal solic- 
itation, and because the farmer and small 
planter considers more the sum he is able 
to pay out, than the cost of a single tree 
or plant. 


The Nurserymen’s Convention. 


The Convention of the American Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen was held June 7th 
and 8thin the Assembly Hall in the World’s 
Fair grounds. There were about 250 
members present; but the attractions out- 
side the Hall were so great that only one 
session a day was held. 

Of the lengthy. lst of papers on the pro- 
gram only four were read. These were 
as fo'lows: ‘Ultimate results of the 
World’s Fair Exhibits of Fruits and Flow- 
ers,” by Prof. L. H. Bailey, Ithaca, N. Y.; 
‘‘Nurserymen and Forestry,” by Prof. B. 
KE. Fernow, Washington, D.C.; “Thoughts 
on Evergreens,” by Rob’t Douglass, Wau- 
kegan, Ill; “Reforms in Nurserymen’s 
Catalogues,” by H. E. Van Deman, Wash- 
ington, D. C. Other papers that had 
been prepared but not read were ordered 
printed in the annual report.

Grading and Marking Trees. 

Nurserymen visiting the World’s Fair 
are invited to call and see the exhibit of 
the Huntsville Wholesale Nurseries, Hunts- 
ville, Ala., showing their new system of 
grading and marking trees. This exhibit 
wili be found in the extreme North wing 
of the Horticultural Building. Mr. Heikes 
expects to be with the exhibit during July 
and August. 


The programme of the World’s Horti- 
cultural Congress is being made up and 
willsoon be issued. Ali who desire a copy 
should address Secretary World’s Congress 
Auxiliary, Home Insurance Building, 
Chicago, or J. C. Vaughan, Chairman Local 
Committee, Chicago. The session begins 
August 16th, continuing four days. It is 
hoped all horticulturists of the world will 
so arrange their Visit to the Fair as to be 
present at this date. Nurserymen, flor- 
ists, seedsmen and others will hold sepa- 
rate sessions. 
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Wiorld’s Fair Notes. 


The Sneed peaches, shown by the vete- 
ran horticulturist and nurseryman, W. 
M. Samuels, Clinton, Ky., were the first 
ripe peaches to appear upon the exposition 
tables. They were received June 9th, and 
Mr. Samuels says they are ten days earlier 
than Alexander. 


Some fine specimens of Alexander 
peaches arrived from Little Rock, Ark., 
on the 12th, and another variety of the 
Alexander strain came from Mr. 8S. W. 
Gilbert, Thayer, Mo., on the 17th. 


One of the most curious and interesting 
exhibits in the Horticultural Building is 
the immense collection of cacti from A. 
Blane, Philadeiphia. It contains some 
monster plants 14 feet high, weighing a 
ton each. Some of the largest of them 
are stationed like sentinels at the main 
entrance of the Horticnltural Building. 
One Echinocactus Leconti over 6 feet high 
is said to be 150 years old. 


Gan Deliver Fruit at Any Time. 


Thirty-five representatives of the Amer- 
ican Nurserymen’s Association during the 
convention called on the Council of Ad- 
ministration and secured a modification 
of the Exposition rules which will permit 
exhibiters of fruits and berries to have 


their goods delivered in Jackson Park 
immediately upon their arrival. The 
fruit growers complained that their ship- 
ments were delayed occasionally for a day 
at a time because they could not be delivy- 
ered during the hours the Exposition is 
open. The council decided that their 
complaint was just and hereafter fruit 
may be delivered at any time through the 
Sixty-second street gate. 


A new Experiment Station will soon be 
in active operation on the non-irrigated 
plains of Eastern Colorado, at Cheyenne 
Wells. This will be the first general ex- 


periment station in the semi-arid region. 
In such a location, the possibilities of the 
new station are unlimited. Its field of 
research wiil be extensive, and many of 
the results will doubtless be of very great 
value to the drouthy lands in Colorado 
and Kansas. 


Double Pink American Crab. 


Everybody knows the crab apple blos- 
som in the springtime, when the native 
trees are covered with the beautiful pink 
buds that when open spread a delighlful 
fragrance around. There originated a 
short time ago a double-fiowered variety 
of this native tree at Staunton, IIl., and it 
is now being sent out by Theo. Bechtel, 
nurseryman of that place. This variety 
has the color and fragrance of the origi- 
nal, and having double flowers it naturally 
lasts longer in flower, and when cut and 
placed ina crystal vase it is very charming 
and not unlike a bunch of miniature 
roses. 

Even the singie varlety is worthy of a 
place in any garden, and we have no 
doubt but that this double pink, which, 
with the single variety, is the only sweet- 
scented species of the crabs can but be- 
come a favorite. It is perfectly hardy, as 
is the native from which it was produced. — 
Such men as Prof. Sargent, Thomas Mee- 
han and others who have seen it, pro- 
nounce it a valuable acquisition to our 
dwarf trees or shrubs. 


Packing Fruits for the World’s Fair 


All fruit intended for the World’s Co- 
lumbian Exposition should be gathered 
while firm and hard, but fully ripe, accord- 
ing to L. A. Goodman, Westport, Secretary 
of the Missouri State Horticultural Society. 
The fruit should be perfect in form, size, 
color and shape, but should not be soft. 
Strawberries and blackberries should have 
a half inch of stem. Raspberries should 
have the receptacle and a half inch of 
stem also. Cherries, plums, apricots, 
peaches, quinces, apples, pears, currants 
and gooseberries need perfect stems on 
every specimen on bunch. Grapes will 
carry better with a small piece of the vine. 
All the fruits should be wrapped in one or 
two thicknesses of tissne paper, and then 
in oil paper or manilla paper. Thus 
wrapped, they will carry without bruising 
or injuring each other in case of decay. 
Pack them carefully in small packages. 
All berries, plums, cherries, currants and 
grapes should be packed in berry boxes 
and crates. They need to be well packed 
and spaces filled with paper, so that they 
will not move in transit. All apples, 


pears, peaches, quinces and some plums 
and grapes should be packed in third 
bushel boxes, and the spaces likewise well 
filed. In October, there will be a grand 
fruit display of the fruits that can be 
gathered together. So every fruit grower 
should send liberally to his State exhibit. 
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The Stag Horn Fern. 


In the Horticultural Exhibit of the 
World’s Fair, one of the most interesting 
plants is the Stag or Elk Horn Fern (Pla- 
tycerium alcicorne) from New South Wales, 
Australia. ‘he fertile fronds, each several 
feet long are divided into two forked 
broad segments like elk or moose horns. 
These ferns are of the grandest and most 
extraordinary beauty. The fronds and 
rhizomes form great masses five to six 
feet through, clasping the original tree of 
siz or eight in diameter, precisely a» they 
grew in their native woods. Very long 
ago a few spores started into young 
growth on the bole of a tree, and year 
after year multiplied and entirely sur- 
rounded the bole, until now there are per- 
haps a circle of two feet of decayed vege- 
table matter, between the current growth 
and the bole. on which it fastens, the same 
being a veritable nest of insects and plant 
seeds, and an interesting study to the 
scientist.—A merican Agriculturist. 


Landseape and World’s Fair. 


According to the report presented of 
the actual cost of the Columbian Exposi- 
tion up to the opening day of May Ist, the 
figures show a grand total of $19,802,170.49. 
- Concerning the expenditure that particu- 

larly belongs to the landscape department 
— preparing the grounds, purchasing trees, 
shrubs, and growing plants for the same 
—the following items may be of interest. 
They are culled from the recent report, 
which comes immediately under the con- 
trol of the landscape artists, Messrs. Olm- 
sted & Co., and Chief Burnham and Mr. 
Ulrich. who has immediate charge of the 
ground work:

All last summef hundreds of thousands 
of trees, shrubs, and hardy herbaceous 
plants were set out on the island and other 
parts, many simply wild plants from Wis- 
consin, Michigan, I[llinois, and _ other 
States, with other vast quantities, pur- 
chased of nurseries. 


The Progress of Horticulture. 


Prof. L. H. Bailey, of Cornell Univer- 
sity, says that American horticulture was 
begun with this century, and has yielded 
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wonderful results. During this time varie- 
ties of all the leading species of cultivated 
plants have multiplied in this country from 
200 per cent. to 1000 per cent. or more. If 
McMahon's catalogue of 1806 was com- 
plete, the varieties of apples have increased 
since then from 59 to about 2500, pears 
from +40 to 1000, beets from 6 to 42, cab- 
bages from 14 to over 100, lettuce from 16 
toabout 120. The variation still continues. 
The sum of novelties increases each year, 


and every generation sees, for the most - 


part, a new type of plants. There has. 
probably been no parallel to the marvelous 
evolution of native American fruits. 
Within the century, grapes, cranberries, 
the most popular gooseberries, some of the 
mulberries, the raspberries and blackber- 
ries, the pecans and some of the chestnuts, 
and perhaps the strawberries, have been 
procured from the wild species. Men still 
living remember when there was no com- 
mercial cultivation of these fruits. New 
grapes, new plums and other fruits are still 
appearing, and will be stapies a century 
hence. In 1806 there were 450 native 
plants in cultivation, while in 1881 not less 
than 2416 had appeared in gardens north 
of Mexico, 185 of them being added the 
latter year.-—Fruit Growers’ Journal. 


Governmental Distribution of Seeds 
of Novelties. 


The United States Department of Agri- 
culture, notwithstanding the great demand 
by the constituents of congressmen for 
free seeds of standard kinds, still continues 
to introduce to all portions of the nation, 
promising new plants and varieties, to be 
grown by careful, intelligent farmers who 
willreport the results. Staple seeds should 
not be donated, but Congress has decreed 
that they shall be, and the new Secretary 
of Agriculture is purchasing in the open 
market seeds grown in the United States,the 
quality of the seed and the price being the 
only questions considered. Secretary J. 
Sterling Morton says: “To get the best 
seeds for the least money, is the object I 
have in view, and to this end, I invite the 
widest competition on the part of seeds- 
men the world over. I trust that growers 
of the best seed of all plants available for 
American agriculture, in whatever part of the 
world they may be, will seek to supply us, asa 
special clause in the bill provides that plants, 
trees, shrubs, seed cane, and seeds imported by 
the Department of Agriculture shall be admit- 
ted free of duty. If the Government is going to 
continue in the business of seed distribution, 
however, I cannot see why it should notgoa 
step further than now and grow the seed itself.” 
And why should not the seeds thus multiplied 
be those which the Experiment Stations have 


improved, or, at least, have tested and found 
worthy of introduction.-American Agriculturist - 
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The World’s Fair. 


One of the most interesting features in 
the Horticultural Building is the minia- 
ture Japanese garden. This is composed 
almost entirely of dwarfed plants arrang™ 
ed in typical Japanese style. Near the 
center is a pool of water crossed by a 
rustic bridge, and a winding path leads 
through the garden from one end to the 
other. Among the plants used there are 
40 varieties of Japanese maples, showing 
a wonderful variety in form and color of 
the foliage, and the gem of the collection 
is a plant in a 16-inch pot upon which 24 
varieties have been grafted. Then there 
are 200 varieties of irises, 140 varieties of 
pzonias, 20 varieties of azaleas, 8 varie- 
ties of bamboo and 7 sorts of dwarfed 
evergreens. Among the dwarfed ever- 
greens is a thuja that is supposed to beat 
least 100 years old. A strange form isa 
pine in a pot which has been grown so 
that the roots have been made to do ser- 
vice as a stem, while the tree has been 
kept in the form of a mat at the junction 
with the roots. 
earried aloft by the rough roots as stems 
make a curious object. Hanging from 
the bridge and other places are what seem 
to be roots twisted into wreaths and other 
covered with handsome 


The mat of minute foliage 


curious forms, 
fern foliage. These proved to be asple- 
niums trained to grow on frames of water 


moss. One hanging near a rustic stone 
wheel was in the form of the hook used to 


fish out a lost bucket from a well. Inthe 


pool of water float a number of mossy 
blocks upon which are growing freely 
Lomaria Japonica. The blocks, Mr. Izawa 
explained, were sections of the trunks of 
tree ferns to which the lomaria readily 
attaches itself, and which fioat readily. 
Among the bamboos was a very pretty 
variegated form of exceedingly dwarf 
growth,—so dwarf that at first glance it 
wouid be taken for a variegated grass. A 
striking feature is what might be called a 
microscopic garden in a miniature garden. 
It is a wooden float about 3 by 4 feet upon 
which are arranged the smallest plants in 
a garden similar in plan to the larger one. 
It 1s really too small even for a doll’s gar- 


it “just too cute for anything.” This 
exhibit is by the Japanese Government 
and is in charge of Mr. H. Izawa, who is 
not only an excellent gardener but a very 
pleasant, intelligent gentleman, who has 
mastered the English language and is able 
to introduce all comers to his pets.—

‘There is no Reflow of Sap. 

Mr. Charles R. Barnes, 
Botany in the Universisy of Wisconsin, 1n 
an address to the State Horticultural 
Society, thus gives the latest accepted 


Professor of 


conclusions of science: 

“Before passing from this topic of the 
movement of water which supplies evapo- 
ration, I must allude to a very common 
and widespread idea—at least I judge it 
to be widespread, because it is so fre- 
quently propounded by my students—that 
the “sap goes down in winter and up in 
spring.” Just where the sap is supposed 
to go in winter is not exactly clear, since, 
if the roots are absorbing water in the fall 
when the evaporation is diminished, they 
are likely to have quite as much water as 
they can hold already. The conception, 


apparently, is that all of the water lodged 
in the trunk and spreading branches goes 
downward into these roots. It needs, 
however, only the most casual examina- 
tion of trees in winter to discover that at 
this time they are almost saturated with 
water. The twigs of the hickory tree, for 
example, will be frozen on a cold day in 
winter, so that they are as brittle almost 
as glass, and one can snap off a twig half 
an inch in diameter as though it were 
an icicle. The same twig, when not 
frozen, on amild day will be so tough 
that there will be no possibility of break- 
ing it. 

“Again, if one cuts off a branch from a 
tree in winter and brings it into a warm 
room, he will quickly discover that water 
is oozing from the cut end, showing that 
the twigs are aimost saturated with it. 
As a matter of fact, the water in trees 
increases from mid-summer or early fall 
to the beginning of growth in early spring. 
There is thus no necessity for any “going 
up” of the sap in spring until the leaves 
are expanded and the water with which 
the tree is already saturated begins to be

We 
do not accept orders for trees we do not grow, as 
we never buy trees to sell again. You can de- 
pend upon us for fresh dug trees. Each order 
is taken up separately, and not until it is 
wanted for shipment. 


SHIPPING DIRECTIONS.—We respecifully beg 
our patrons to furnish us with explicit direc- 
tions as to shipping, and the mode of conveyance 
by which they desire trees forwarded. Whenno 
particular directions are given, we forward 
according to the best of our judgment. Butin 
no case do we assume any responsibility as to 
safe delivery and condition of Trees and Plants 
after a proper shipment by us. 


RELEASE.— When prepayment of freight is not 
required, we will Release and Guarantee, and 
take forwarder’s receipt and mail to consignee. 
Itis left to the option of the shipper of trees 
over some railroads, whether he will release 
them or not under the clause ‘“‘Value less than 
$5.00 per 100 lbs.” If released under this clause, 
the freight is less on roads governed by this 
classification,and we will assume it to be proper 
to make this release, without reference to the 
value of the trees, unless instructed to the con- 
trary. This clause does not apply upon roads 
under some of the district classifications, and 
because of this confusion we will not be held 
responsible for any oversight to release. unless 
instructed by our customers. Claims for delay 
or loss must be made to the forwarders. 


PACKAGES.—The cost of package must be 
added to the prices quoted in this list.as follows: 

Boxes 30 inches square, from 7% to 9 feet long, 
as the trees may require, each $2.50; boxes 24 
inches, $2.00; boxes 18 inches, $1.50; bales from 
25¢c. to 75c. each. 

PACKING.—Goods will be packed in moss, and 
especial care taken to insure their arrival in the 
best condition. 

ASSORTMENTS.— We do not require customers 
to take an assortment they do not wish, but will 
sell one variety alone if desired. If any substi- 
tution can be allowed, either in grade or variety, 
it should be so stated when making the order. 
As a rule we do not substitute without per- 
mission. 

CAUTION.—We accept all orders upon the con- 
dition that they shall be void, should any injury 
befall the trees from frost, hail, storm, fire, or 
other causes over which we have no control. 

TEeRMs.—Cash. When desired, we will allow 30 
to 60 days from date of shipment, to responsible.

prompt-paying customers. Parties with whom 
we have had no business transactions. will save 
time by sending reference, Bank, if possible, 
with order. We wish it expressly understood 
that payment is expected from the first collec- 
tions made, and the time named is only intended 
as so many days of grace in which to make 
returns. To northern customers, who wish to 
lay in stock for Spring trade, we will ship late 
in Fall or early in Spring, and allow time for 
payment till May 15th. If shipment is required 
in the Fall for Spring use, a note is to be given 
upon receipt of the trees. We donot allow any 
discount for cash, but we make our prices low to 
command cash, or prompt returns. In orders 
when the time is not mentioned, 30 days is to be 
understood. Interest at the rate of 8 per cent. 
per annum must be paid on over due accounts 
Should prices be changed. either higher or 
lower, during the season, the prices ruling at 
the ume the order is made, are expected to 
stand. : 


ForMS OF PAYMENT.—AI] bills are payable at 
the office of the seller, and remittances should 
be made by drafts on New York, Chicago or St. 
Louis, or by money orders on some Express 
Company, or by postal orders. We will, how- 
ever, accept checks from those.of our customers 
who may be located at places having no bank- 
ing, express or postal facilities, provided they 
make them in every case payable ‘with ex- 
change’’, or add 4% of one cent. to the amount of 
the bill for the cost of collection. 


GRADES.—We grade very carefully, in some 
cases by caliper, in others by height. When 
graded by both caliper and height, the caliper 
must govern, as the height then named is only 
to be considered approximately. When graded 
by height or caliper, we include the lower num- 
ber and exclude the higher. Instance: ina 
grade of 4 to 5 feet trees, the 4 feet trees are in- 
cluded, but not the 5 feet trees. If 5 feet trees 
are wanted, the5 to 6 feet grade must be ordered. 


GUARANTEE OF GENUINENESS.—While we ex- 
ercise the greatest diligence and care to have all 
our Trees, etc., true to label, and hold ourselves 
in readiness, on proper proof, toreplace ail trees, 
etc.. that may prove untrue to label, free of 
charge, or refund the amount paid, it is mutu- 
ally understood and agrced to, between the pur- 
chaser and ourselves, that our guarantee of gen- 
uineness shall in no case make us liable for any 
sum greater than that originally received for 
said trees, etc., that shall prove untrue. 


ACCEPTANCE.—Notice should be sent us by tel- 
egraph, at our expense, if there is any cause of 
complaint,or should the trees be refused, stating 
reasons. Claims for deduction, from whatever 
cause. will receive consideration only when made 
promptly upon the receipt of the trees. If trees 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they 
can usually be restored by being thoroughly 
watered and buried entirely under the ground 
for two or three days. Should there be any frost 
in the trees upon arrival, the boxes should 
not be opened until the frost is all out. The 
presence of frost in the boxes is not to be consid- 
ered an evidence of bad condition, as we pack 
to secure the trees against damage, if the frost 
is allowed to come out in the natural way. 
Goods will be considered accepted if removed 
from the boxes in which they are packed, with- 
out notice of complaint to us, and without our 
orders for their disposition.
